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DETAILED ACTION 


1 . Applicant's arguments/amendment to Final Rejection filed August 21 , 2003 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The amendment filed August 21 , 2003 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 6 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and 
will not be entered because: 

The current amendment, which states, ". .. filter filters a range of frequencies wider than 
conventional low pass filters, and with a substantially smaller phase drop" does not place the 
application in condition for allowance . The low pass filter, of any type or build, can be adjusted 
to according to a particular situation in this case a wide range of frequencies as well as a 
smaller phase drop. 

Nagano still teaches a closed loop feedback control system having an adaptive 
filter, which includes a filter unit to suppress any machine resonance frequencies, found 
in the operation signal due to load fluctuation, machines variations and operating 
environment changes. This is described in the abstract. The phase-saving low pass 
filter with the PDT2 filter and Cauer filter is equivalent to the filter described by Nagano, 
thus performing the same function. 

Examiner request that the Applicant not compare two types of low pass filter but 
expound on how the current invention is distinct over the reference used. Final rejection 
is maintained under 35 U.S.C. 103(a).
